2. Inventions s II and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case, the method of 
controlling airflow can be practiced by a respiratory delivery system not requiring at least one 
ejection actuator. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Species A, as depicted in figure 1; 
Species B, as depicted in figure 4; 
Species C, as depicted in figure 7.
